\ ee a great many experiences. It 
’ had time and again forgotten the Lord 
\ God which brought it out of Egypt. 
“It had many a time eaten the fruit of 
its perverse ways. At times the nation 
had stood upon the brink of national 
destruction. ‘ Then they called unto 
the Lord in their trouble, and he saved 
them out of their distresses.”’ 

Hitherto Israel’s enemies had come 
from within the land of Canaan. They 
had been subject from time to time to 
various Canaanitish kings, and had been 
delivered by the “judges” whom God 
raised up—Othniel, Ehud, Deborah, and 
Barak. Now a foreign enemy comes 
pouring in. The Medianites were des- 
ert-rangers, inhabitants of some portions 
of Arabia Petrea. They were descend- 
ants from Abraham, like the Israelites, 
descendants by Keturah. They were 
numerous and powerful, and greedy and 
lawless. They lived by plunder in part, 
and loved it. | 

This great, roving army swept in upon 
Israel, as the grasshoppers swept in upon 
the farms of Kansas and Nebraska last 
summer, and devoured everything be- 
fore them. ‘“‘ They were as grasshop- 
pers for multitude,” “ they entered into 
the land to destroy it,’’ “they left no 
substance for Israel, neither sheep, nor 
ox, nor ass.” ‘ And the children of Is- 
rael cried unto the Lord.”

hearted, great-hearted man, both physi- 
‘ eally and morally. He was a fine-look- 
ing man (8:18), and sagacious and adroit 
(8:1—3). 

1, The Call. Gideon » was at work 
threshing, on his father’s farm. Nota 
sentimental idler, butyone who, though 
he was deeply thoughtful about his na- 
tion’s condition, kept about the prosaic 
duties which lay next him. ‘“ A mighty 
man of valor,” but just as ready to 
thresh corn for his father, since that was 
the nearest duty, as to set forth into the 
wider sphere of patriot and national de- 
liverer. True, manliness is sure to fill 
the position it is placed in, no matter 
though the place be uncongenial. An- 
gels seldom sit down to talk with bum- 
mers.

He 
first threw down the altar his father 
had, he took ten men of, his servants, 
and began at once to obey the Lord’s 
directions. Quietly, unostentatiously.. 
He sounded no trumpet before him. 
“The men of the city”? saw the work 
before they heard of it. They had 
to ask “ Who hath done this thing ?” 
V.29. Then, we are told, “* The Spirit 
of the Lord clothed Gideon.” In the 
way of obedience lies God’s strength. 
Our Savior commanded the ten lepers 
who came to him for help (Luke 17: 
12), to go and show themselves to the 
priests. There was no change wrought 
as yet—when they started to obey their 
leprosy had not abated. But it came to 
pass that, “as they went, they were 
cleansed.” As soon as obedience began 
help began. 

The two great ideas to be drawn from 
the lesson are these: The Divine Call to 
Men, and the Divine Equipment. God 
is perpetually calling us. He has need 
of Gideons coutinually. 

I. Each man’s own soul is like a na- 
tion in distress. Sin has overrun it, and 
distress has followed.

The next day was spent in crossing 
& mountain ridge about eighteen hun- 
dred feet in hight, and the afternoon of 
the next day brought us to a large vil- 
lage where we spent several hours quite 
busily in selling books. That night a 
thief attempted to dig into our room, 
but his plans were upset by the barking 
of a dog. : 


We were now nearing the district city 
of Sin Ching, and found a growing de- 
mand for books.

Tue Race not To THE Stronc,—The 
strongest animals are short-lived, and 
the strongest individuals of a species are 
neither healthier nor long-lived than 
their fellows. Asan example of what 
we mean, take the following description 
of that great scholar and worker—per- 
haps the greatest of his generation—the 
naturalist, Humboldt, who lived to be. 
nearly a hundred years old. 

Says Bayard Taylor: “ A potrrait of 
him, painted at thirty-five, represents 
him as a man of lessthan medium stat- 
ure, but firmly built.’? ‘ His muscular. 
strength was not great. When a ma- 
chine for testing the strength was tried 
by the members of the French Acade- 
my, he proved the weakest among 
them.” Clearly he never would have 
been selected to row in a college regat- 
ta, and if he had been, probably would 
have known enough to decline.

In the sermons which I have 
heard from him there was little which 
any man of rather more than ordinary 
talent might not say, and does say it as 
well. Judging him from my own point 
of view, I do not think we need to go: 
out of New England to find many who 
are as able, as instructive, as truly great 
preachers as this London prince of the 
pulpit. But one must understand the 
English clergy in order to appreciate the | 
power and strength of Spurgeon. There 


ness in the pulpit of Great Britain 


clergy wear the robes and bands. There’ 
is a certain ministerial propriety which 
would be termed by us, “old school,” 
and every departure from this would be 
almost a breach of ecclesiastical order. 

Mr. Spurgeon o be quite free from 
the strait-jacket. of clerical forms and 
methods. 
bands hang over his breast. He is 
dressed like any other gentleman, and to 
the common people there isa certain at- | 
traction in a man who thus breaks away 
from conventionalities, which have been 
an insurmountable barrier between the 
clergy and the masses from time imme- 
morial. He has even done away, as 
much as possible, with the time-honored 
pulpit; no box or barrel enclosing his 
portly form, and shutting him away 
from, those whom he is addressing. He 
enters the door which many of his hear- 
ers enter, and he is quite surrounded by 
the thousands who flock to hear him. 
He is not perched above them, as it 
were, on some pinnacle ofthe temple. He. 
is where he can take many of them by 
the hand, and, if we may so say, plead 
with them to become reconciled to God. 
In a word, he has carried the freshness, 
and if the expression is allowable, some- | 
thing of the carelessness of the American 
pulpit into the very heart of London, 
and while many are disturbed at the 
innovation, there are thousands who are 
charmed, and who, for this very reason,

But there are other reasons which are 
more radical and satisfactory. In the 
first place, one understands all the 
preacher says.

\OUNFESSION OF CHRIST.” 

"To confess Christ beforé men is to 
make a public avowal of our acceptance 
of him and attachment to him as our 
Savior and Lord. As to the method of 
this open avowal, he himself has given 
us specific command. Do this in re- 
membrance of me!” Words which 
bid every believer observe that grand 
memorial ordinance, which he has insti- 
tuted in commemoration of his sacrifice, 
and the keeping of which he has made 


the chief visible badge of discipleship. 


** As often as ye eat this bread and drink 


this cup, ye do show the Lord’s death 


till he come.” There is no other dis- 
tinctive step a converted man can take, 
by which he so clearly sets forth the 
fact of the*revolution effected in his 
character and life. By this he comes out. 
from the ranks of the world, takes his 
stand in the public assembly, in the light 
of day, draws upon him the look of God, 

angels, and men, and assenting visibly 
or speaking audibly, professes supreme 
love to God, sincere contrition for all his 
sins, and faith and confidence in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Failing of this, no con- 
féssion of Christ is complete, for it’ falls 
short of his positive statute. If any man 
thinks he has discovered any other way 
in which he can as well serve the Gospel 
and honor his Master, he is arraying his 
judgment against the Divine wisdom, ex- 
pressed in most absolute legislation. He 
may pray in secret, he may pray in his 
family, he may support the preaching of 
the Lord, and give of his goods to feed 
the poor—all this is well ;' but it is not 
obedience to the injunction, “‘ Do this!” 
** Do this in remembrance of me!” In 


the day in which we live, and by virtue’ 


of this precept in every age, there is no 
proper confession of Christ in its com- 
pleteness and integrity when this dying 
command of Jesus is not honored. The 
followers of Christ are banded together 
by open league in a great visible confed- 
eration, made up of organized churches, 
associated under a common covenant, 
whose vows are publicly taken, and 
keeping a simple but proscribed and dis- 
tinetive ritual. To attempt any other 
style and type of christianity is to op- 
pose the manifest arrangements of Provi- 
dence, and to set aside the authority of 
the Head of the Church. And the world 
itself fails to recognize as christians those 
who stand aloof from the fraternity of 
believers, and take no part in the cele- 
bration of its ordinances.’ So that a 
confession of Christ, which undertakes to 
dispense wiih this formal and open 
declaration of faith in his sacrifice, is 
practically and really no confession at 
all “before men,” and justly underlies 
the accusation of disobedience to the 
‘revealed will of the Lord. And still the 
Scripture publishes the unalterable pro- 
test of those lips divine. ‘* Whosoever 
shall confess me before men, him will I 


also confess before my father which isin 


Heaven. But whosoever shall deny me 
before men, him will I also deny before 
my father which is in Heaven.” 

The first few steps a convert takes as 
a christian—the first few decisions he 
frames—the stand he assumes upon one 
or two practical questions meeting him 
at the eutset,will soon fully bias and con- 
trol all his future. Is it a feeble obliga- 
tion now which he owes to himself in re- 
gard to these early and influential decis- 
ions? Is ita matter of little moment in 
what mold he runs the first cast of his 
christian character? If he begins at this 
initial stage of his journey to withdraw 


himself from close intimacies with the 


people of God, he will not. be likely ever 
to seek their fellowship. If he now 
secludes himself from notice asa chang- 
ed man, if he publishes no adequate ac- 
knowledgment of the grace to which he 
is so great a debtor, if in all visible and 
external relations he keeps right on as 
he was before, if he thinks of veiling 
his light as a christian in privacy and 
silence and non-profession, he will go: on 
burrowing and mining, living like a 
blind mole under ground, and the light 
he vails will soon be hidden under a 
bushel so opaque that it.,will be alto- 
gether undistinguishable from the dark- 
ness... Is this all he.owes himself in the 


development of his christian manhood ? 


It is ignoble, itis, unmanly, it is almost 
‘an act. of the rankest treachery for him 
‘to cloak, and cover up the change 
wrought i in him, by keeping back under 
shadow. He not only hurts his christian 
character, but does violence to all the 
finest and noblest qualities of his human- 
ity. A true man, an honest man, aman 
that respects himself, will be willing to 
be known for what he is. He will not 

attempt to hide his face in a mask. . He 
will be ashamed to wear a costume. that 
does not belong to;him. The christian 
who even suffers any concealment of his 
real principles, stifles the life, just 
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and bright. It will only smolder, 
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flame, wants air. If it in 
the retirement of 4 secret christian walk, 
it will decline. It will not burn up warm 


Such a man is laying’ a snare for his 
piety. .He will, be tempted through the 
fact that he has not professed Christ, that . 
he has sworn to no open covenant—to do 
things which; as a professing christian, he 
would not for @momentallow. He will 
most likely stand aloof from duties, in 
public and in private, from which he 
would never think of being excused if 
he were a member of a christian church. 
Is he fulfilling his obligation to himself ? 
He ought to avail himself of every ac. 
cessible help to holy living. He ought 
to subject himself voluntarily to every 
constraining influence that will bind him 
to a laborious fidelity. He ought not to 
consult for a moment how he may allow 
himself latitude in his new walk. He 
owes it to his own soul, he owes it to 
Curisr, he owes it to his drethren, he 
owes it to the world, to cultivate and 
bring out the most exalted © christian 
virtues, the highest style of christian liv- 
ing, and therefore he ought to — 
Christ before men.”

“The huge safe, being the 
largest in the world and constituting the 
principal feature of this building enterprise, 
is perhaps the greatest source of interest to 
the crowds who daily throng on California 
and Montgomery streets. 


The San Jose Fruit Preserving Company 
set up and used,two of the Alden evapora- 


tors last year, afd are so well pleased with 
their experiences that they are making ar- 
rangements to increase their business this 
year by adding three or four dryers and ex- 
uilding to a corresponding 
capacity. A  fruit-packing company has 
also been incorporated, with a capital of 
$200,000. This company is busily engaged 
in making arrangements fora large busi- 
ness this season. Their line of manufac- 
tured goods consists of canned fruits, pick- 
les, preserves, catsups, etc. They will em- 
ploy during the working season two hun- 
dred hands, and intend putting up 500,000 
cans of fruit. 


The storm of Monday last, and the frost 
that followed during the night, seems to 


have been very general over the State. Ice 
formed a quarter of an inch thick in Butte 
county, and about the same thickness in 
Los Angeles. The dispatches that come 
from these places nearest the coast indi- 
cate less frost than’there was in the interi- 
or. The first impressions from all direc- 
tions, indicated by the dispatches, was that 
serious injury had been sustained by the 
crops in many places, but more thorough 
investigation has very much modified those 
impressions, and now the idea is expressed 
that the damage is serious only in a few 
places, if in any, and that in many places 


.an actual benefit will be realized by the 


thinning out of the fruit on the trees, which 
was in many cases too abundant for the 
fullest development and greatest perfection 
that may be obtained by fruit in this cli- 
mate. 


The Centennial International buildings 
have been handsomely lithographed. They 
are situated in Fair Mount Park, one of 


the finest in the world, andare of immense 
size. The Art Gallery is 365 feet long and 
220 feet wide. The dimensions of the main 
building are 1880 feet long and 464 feet 
wide. Slowly and surely they are advanc- 
ing, and are certain to be completed in time 
for the exhibition if extraordinary mis- 
fortune occurs to hinder them. The ladies 
of Philadelphia gave a tea party on Wash- 
ington’s Birthday, which resulted in the ad- 
dition of $14,000 to the building fund. A 
correspondent wishes to know what we of 
the Golden State expect to contribute to 
the coming exhibition. With so many and 
such vast resources we hope there may be 
no lack of enterprise on the part of our fel- 
low citizens in having them all fully repre- 
sented, for after all that has been written 
about California and sent abroad, there is 
yet much ignorance even in our Own coun- 
try as to what it contains and what it is 
capable of producing. 


Our Legislature did a good thing when 
they were induced to sanction a measure 


which has been the means of effecting so 
great an economy in the dredging of our 
harbor. The cost of dredging done by the 
State Board of Harbor Commissioners dur- 
ing the month of March, taking in all the 
incidental expenses of the work, was only 
6.64 cents per cubic yard. This shows the 
immense saving that is effected by the 
Commissioners operating a dredge of their 
own, instead of having the work done by 
contract. The last contract that was exe- 
cuted under the old system was at the rate 
of 36 cents a yard, and the average rate of 
contracts running back over several years 
was 42 cents and upwards. Here there is 
a saving of from 30 to 36 cents ayard. As 
the average amount of dredging done fer 
diem is about a thousand yards for, say, 
300 days in the year, the aggregate retrench- 
ment amounts to not less than $100,000 
annually. Or, in other words, the Commis- 
sion can do six times the amount of dredg- 
ing that was done under the coftract sys- 
tem, and at the same aggregate cost. The 
dredging machine cost $34,000, and a con- 
siderable additional sum has since’been ex- 
pended for repairs and renovation, but the 
difference in the cost of the work will very 
soon enable the Commissioners to meet all 
of their expenses and have a large amount 
of money saved to the treasury besides. 


The large building owned by Wm. Hood, 
of Sonoma, is rapidly advancing, and when 
completed -will be much the finest* and 


largest structure that has been erected on 
Montgomery avenue. It has a frontage of 
142 feet 10 inches on this avenue, and a 
frontage of 137 feet 6 inches on Pacific 
street, and 29 feet on Kearny street. It 
has four stories and basement, all of which 
are up, and the workmen will have the root 
on within a few days. It is leased for a 
hotel by Mr. Hornblower, and will be occu- 
pied in September, or perhaps earlier. 
The first story and basement will be 
fitted up and occupied for business 
purposes ; a portion, of which, we learn, 
is already es This building, as 
a hotel and business place, being, at 
the junction of three streets, and command- 
ing approaches from six directions, will do 
much towards establishing and increasing 
trade in that part of the city.

the telegrams coming in now from all sections 
of the State are of the most cheering and hope- 
ful character. We are justified in the state- 
ment that again the God of the harvest will 
be propitious, and the farmers in the valleys 
and the husbandmen on the foot-hills will be 
blessed in basket and in store. ‘ 


The Petaluma Argus of April 2d, under the 
heading of agricultural notes, has the follow- 
ing: Haying ordinarily commences in this 
vicinity about the 12th of May. It is estimat- 
ed by some of our farmers that it will begin 
this season two or three weeks earlier than 
usual. Thomas Hopper, a resident of this 
county almost from time immemorial, informs 
us that he has never seen crops in better condi- 
tion at this time of year. He has several bun- 
dred acres of grain about midway between this 
city and Santa Rosa. George Campbell, 
whose farm is about one mile and a half from 
Petaluma, on the Donahue road, and who has 
been a resident of this section for the past 
eighteen years, says the crops are more promis- 
ing than he has ever known them at this sea- 
son of the year. L. N. Harmon, one of the 
most extensive grape-producers in this vicinity, 
informs us that the frosts of last week, which 
by many were considered quite heavy, did not 
injure his vines in the least. So far as the 
present indications are a guide, the grape crop 
this year will be at least as large as usual. 


‘A letter to the Rural Press, from Ferndale, 
Humboldt county, contains” the annexed: 


There is not over one-fourth of our county that 
has tillable soil; but what tillable land we 
have cannot be surpassed in the State. For 
instance, J. W. Stephens, who is my neighbor, 
planted in 1873, 18 acres of potatoes that pro- 
duced 4,320 sacks, or a fraction over 15 tons 
per acre; measuring-a single acre in the field 
that yielded 324 sacks, or a fraction over 20 
tons. And on the same farm, C. J. Barber, 
the same year, sowed 15 acres of oats, from 
which he harvested 144 bushels per acre on an 
average ; While Charles Hawkins raised on 
Bear river 105 bushels of wheat per acre. 
And the same year I raised on the farm of B. 
Russ, from 800 pounds of barley that I sowed, 
700 bushels. In 1872, Mr. Halley thrashed 122 
bushels of barley per acre. Last fall ‘Thomas 
Brezil thrashed from 25 acres of barley, 2,784 
bushels. In 1873, Orrin Dudley thrashed 115 
bushels of oats per acre ; and last, but not least, 
C. J. Barber, in 1866, raised a potato that 
weighed 734 pounds.

How to Make a Living. 


Of all industries in Southern California, 
fruit culture isthe »most prominent. It, is 
the natural industry. It is characteristic, 
and a part of thé locality. It is, therefore, 
the method of making a living that first nat- 
urally suggests itself in considering the 
wants of the new-comer. It commends 
itself on examination as the one agricultu- 
ral industry not affected by a dry season. 
Semi-tropical fruits have the world for a 
market ; many of them, as almonds, olive 
oil and pickles, raisins, figs, prumes, dates, 
oranges, lemons, citrons and limes, are sus- 
ceptible of preservation for a great length 
of time, and will bear transportation to great 
distances. The profit derived from their 
culture is greater than that arising from 
grain farming. Fruit culture is also. less 


laborious than farming the cereals. If} 
there is any better opportunity than is 


found in Southern California fruit farming, 
for a man who has neither a profession, nor 
a lucrative trade, nor much capital to be- 
come independent, we do not know of it. 

It has but one disadvantage. It requires 
the fruit-grower to live away from the city ; - 
and most men—agood deal like the southern 
darkies, who linger around the cities, sub- 
sisting by precarious fortune, rather than 
leave the shop windows and city shows—will 
rather be poor in a crowded settlement 
than be comfortably off in the open country. 
We do not altogether blame these people. 
The gregarious disposition is amiable, and 
we like it ; but it works no good if it be in- 
dulged at the sacrifice of worldly independ- 
ence. | 
The whole host of hangers-on around 
the cities, depending on chance for employ- 
ment, always anxious ‘for the future, would 
do better to go out into the wilderness, 
building up the desolate places, developing 
and utilizing the native wealth of the local- 
ity in which they settle, and becoming 
themselves, in time, employers of others. 
Horace Greeley’s “ Go West,” was sensible 
advice, and itis just as good to-day. Come 
to Southern California, bea tiller.of the soil 
and an independent man, the master of 
your own labor, and the creator of your own 
wages. 

This is our answer to most of those ask- 
ing what they can do for a living in Califor- 
nia. 

Professional men need no advice. They 
know, as do we, a lawyer, or a doctor, ora 
preacher, who has been a failure elsewhere, 
will be a failure here. If he is well fitted 
for his profession, he may succeed here as, 
anywhere. He will meet competition; but 


in the East. as well as in California. 
Mechanics receive good wages in South- 

ern California. In fact, all kinds of laborers 

are well remunerated. The Chinese have

when they come to this country, and their 
demands are almost as high as those of the 
people of our own race and land.
